Document 1 cited in the international search report 
discloses a system for preventing unauthorized card use 
wherein usage data such as the total number of times a 
card is used is stored on a card used by a customer, and 
the usage data is transmitted using telecommunications 
lines to an external device, and the aforementioned 
external device checks the consistency of card usage in 
the light of the cumulative number of times the card has 
been used, which is information included in the usage 
data. Moreover, additionally cited Document 6 discloses a 
known technique for preventing unauthorized use wherein 
transaction history data for individual transactions 
stored on a card is compared to transaction history data 
stored at a center. The inventions disclosed in Documents 
1 and 6 address the same problem, the prevention of 
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unauthorized use, and a person skilled in the art could 
easily conceive of applying the known technique disclosed 
in Document 6 to the invention disclosed in Document 1, 
and using transaction history data for individual 
transactions in order to solve this shared technical 
problem.

A person skilled in the 
art could easily conceive of applying the means disclosed 
in Documents 1, 6, and 7 to the invention disclosed in 
Document 2 in order to solve the shared technical problem 
of preventing unauthorized use.

November 1984 (13.11.84), entire text 
(Family: none) 

The invention described in Claims 11 and 15 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of Documents 1, 2, 
6, and 8 cited in the international search report. 

Additionally cited Document 8 discloses the stopping 
of a transaction by inputting a personal identification 
number, thereby preventing unauthorized use. A person 
skilled in the art could easily conceive of applying the 
means disclosed in Documents 1, 6, and 8 to the invention 
disclosed in Document 2 in order to solve the shared 
technical problem of preventing unauthorized use. 
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
